No argument is needed lo prove that this is a cruel and 


heartless proceeding, and it is lo be hoped thai people who 
have thoughtlessly been guilty of such neglect will, after then 
attention has been called to the subject, mend their ways and 
make arrangements which will enable them to spend their 
vacations with a clear consceince. 


•And in this connection there is another thought that may 


well be borne in mind. There arc many families not all of 
whose members can go away on vacation, and those who can 
and do go should not neglect to bring to the stay-at-homes in 
some way a little extra pleasure or comfort. The aged grand- 
mother, (he invalid sister or brother, and the father or mother 
whose home cares forbid their absence for more than a. day, 
should be remembered by those fortunate enough to enjoy the 
pleasures of a vacation. So far as possible, the enjoyments of 
the season should be passed around, as at Christmas time, to 
the end that all may be made healthier and happier and forti- 
fied against the trials and struggles of the year to come. 


The true vacation is not for pleasure alone. It has its utili- 


tarian aspect, and both Ihe pleasure and usefulness of the 
summer outing will be enhanced by clue consideration of those 
who cannot go, including the family dog and cat.
